“This is a human disaster,” 
Acimovic said. 

His truck stalled on a frozen track 
linking Vogosca to another Serb sub- 
urb, Ilidza. 

“What did I do to deserve this exo- 
dus?” he asked, banging his fists 
against the steering wheel and swear- 
ing at his fortune. 

In Serb-held Sokolac, 25 miles east 
of Sarajevo, Serbs who had driven 10 
hours overnight chopped at the frozen 
mud at dawn with pickaxes and shoy- 
els, frantic to rebury their relatives — 
some 40 Serb soldiers whose bodies 
had been exhumed from graves in 
Vogosca. 

“This is what matters to me the 
most; my husband deserves this,” said 
Milomirka Savic, 28, whose husband, 
Dragan, was killed in 1993. 

The harsh snowstorm only added to 
her sorrow. 

“Even the Lord has turned his back 
on us,” Savic said, sitting and sobbing 
by a wooden cross. 

Before the Serbs left Vogosca, many 
of them stripped their houses of 
everything — down to the window 
frames and electric wires — so that 
their Muslim foes wouldn’t get them. 
Some even set their houses on fire. 

The Serbs left behind a virtual ghost 
town. 

The international police force that 
will monitor the suburb under govern- 
ment rule said only “hundreds” of 
Serbs have registered with them.

WASHINGTON — It was two days before the New 
Hampshire primary and Pat Buchanan was pacing his hotel 
room, shaking his head in bewilderment at a Bob Dole 
television ad labeling Buchanan “too extreme” to be presi- 


dent. 


“Why is my old friend doing this to me?” Buchanan 
asked a visitor. “Go back over this entire campaign. I have 
never said anything harsh about Bob Dole. But he left me 


no choice.” 


The wisdom of the decision to cast Buchanan as an 
extremist is being hotly debated within the Dole campaign 
-and_in broader GOP circles, where many. believe that it is 
Dole who went to extremes with his criticism. 

Since Dole launched his ad, Buchanan has dropped any 
reluctance to attack the Kansas senator, even though he 
has told close associates he still believes Dole is most like- 
ly to emerge as the Republican nominee. 

In the final days of the New Hampshire campaign, 
Buchanan launched ads criticizing Dole for supporting bil- 
lions in tax increases and said the Senate majority leader 
had sided with big banks and corporations on trade and 
foreign aid deals that Buchanan says cost American jobs. 

And as Buchanan campaigned Thursday in Arizona, he 
suggested Dole and others who say Buchanan risks divid- 
ing the party ought to look in the mirror. 

“I’ve always supported the Republican nominee,” he

Publicly, Dole aides defended the strategy. “None what- 
soever,” Dole campaign manager Scott Reed said when 
asked if he had any doubts about the anti-Buchanan ad and 
subsequent attacks. 

Dole has stuck to the script, framing the race as “between 
mainstream conservatism and extremism.” A radio version 
of the New Hampshire ad is being aired in South Carolina. 

Several top Dole advisers have opposed the strategy from 
the outset. Some believe the ad cost Dole a victory in New 
Hampshire, by motivating Buchanan voters and feeding 
into his rivals’, complaints that a desperate Dole was going

Some outside strategists warn that in labeling Buchanan 
extreme, Dole is casting aspersions on Buchanan voters, a 
constituency that will be critical to whoever carries the 
GOP banner against President Clinton in the fall. 

Ralph Reed, executive director of the Christian 
Coalition, compared the attacks on Buchanan to those lev- 
eled at religious broadcaster Pat Robertson when he sought 
the 1988 GOP nomination. 

“I do not think it is wise to attack what is a fourth to a 
third of the Republican primary electorate as ipso facto 
extremist and intolerant,” Reed said in an interview.

U.S. agency gives confiscated plane 
to UVSC, county sheriff’s office

The Utah County Sheriff's office 
and Utah Valley State College 
Department of Aviation Science 
received a $250,000 Cessna 421 
Golden Eagle aircraft that was confis- 
cated by the U.S Drug Enforcement 
Agency. 

In a press conference held at the 
Provo airport, Utah County Sheriff 
David Bateman said the aircraft will 
be used by the Sheriff's Office for 
search and rescue, prisoner trans- 
portation, drug enforcement, and in 
the telemetry tracking program. Ron 
Smart, director of Aviation Science at 
UVSC, said his college will also use 
the aircraft for pilot training. 

“We feel very fortunate to have 


obtained this aircraft. Through the 
course of a year we have about 500 
students going through pilot training 
ana this aircraft will help us greatly,” 
Smart said. 

The aircraft was passed over by sev- 
eral federal and state government 
agencies and became available to the 
local area through the State Surplus 
Department. 

Mike Seely, director of State 
Surplus Property said, “When we 
receive word of such seizures we then 
let our customers (state and local gov- 
ernments) know and they can prepare 
letters of intent of their reasons for 
wanting the item. The competition for 
these aircrafts are usually really stiff.” 

The letters of intent are read and 
evaluated and then awarded to the 
agency that the item will be of best

Living as an ethnic minority at BYU brings its 
frustrations that are mainly attributable to igno- 
rance, said Cheri Young, co-president of the Black 
Student Union. “I think people in general aren’t 
educated about diversity,” Young said. “They 
should be aware of issues and learn some of the his- 
tory so that when they do encounter a black student 
they will have some background.” 

Uwimana Basaninyenzi, a sophomore from Zaire, 
said she came to BYU because of its good reputa- 
tion and study environment, but she, too, has expe- 
rienced frustrations as a minority student from a 


“People don’t realize the things they say can be 
really offensive,” Basaninyenzi said. “They auto- 


matically assume I’m an athlete or on a scholarship. 
I’ve never had any hostile treatment but I think 
there’s a lack of exposure to different cultures.” 

BYU does not want to become a revolving door 
for multicultural students, where they attend the 
university for a short while and leave soon after, 
said Alton Wade, Student Life vice president. 

“If BYU becomes a revolving door, it’s a sad 
waste of resources, both human and financial,” 
Wade said. “It’s not enough to have the numbers of 
students and then treat it as a political issue, not 
worrying if the students achieve their educational 
goals. Our hope is that once they arrive on campus, 
we can understand their needs and accomplish their 
educational desires so their experience is a success- 
ful one.”

Shuttle begins electricity-generating mission 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — The space shuttle Columbia and seven astro- 
nauts blasted into orbit Thursday on a complicated and risky mission to gener- 
ate electricity by flying a satellite on the end of a 12.8-mile tether. 

Columbia thundered into a hazy sky at 3:18 p.m., right on time. 

“Arrivederci, au revoir, auf Wiedersehen and adios,’ Commander Andrew 
Allen said on behalf of the U.S.-Italian-Swiss crew moments before liftoff. 
“We'll see you in a couple of weeks.” 

It’s the second trip into space for the tethered satellite, a half-ton metal ball 
that the crew will try to cast out on Saturday. 

Seconds into the flight Thursday, Allen reported an unusual engine reading, 
but Mission Control assured him that all three engines were operating well. An 
errant gauge was blamed. On the first trip, the satellite got no farther than 840 
feet, but NASA guarantees success this time. 


Human error may have caused vast oil spill 


ANGLE, Wales — Human error probably caused last week’s tanker ground- 
ing, which opened the way to one of the 10 largest oil spills in history, leaking 
an estimated 20 million gallons of oil, the vessel’s manager said Thursday. 

The environmental devastation the spill has generated in one of Britain’s 
prime wildlife refuges was becoming apparent Thursday. 

“Tt is not just the things you can see, like birds, seals and porpoises, that will 
be affected, but sponges, mollusks and other forms of life,” said Phil Rothwell, 
head of policy operations for the Royal Society for Protection of Birds. 

Capt. Peter Cooney, managing director of Acomarit Ltd., the company that 
manages the Sea Empress, said there was “a high probability” that human error 
was to blame for the Feb. 15 grounding off St. Ann’s head, the western head- 
land of the Milford Haven estuary.

WASHINGTON — President Clinton assembled a Federal Reserve package 
deal he hopes will keep the economy growing smoothly through the election 
year, nominating Republican Alan Greenspan for a third term as chairman and 
White House budget director Alice Rivlin for the No. 2 spot. 


Making the announcements Thursday in an Oval Office ceremony, Clinton 
said he also was nominating 
third Fed seat. 

Clinton, trying to fill three of the seven seats on the Fed board of governors in 
an election year with the Senate in Republican hands, hopes that by combining 
Greenspan, a conservative Republican, with two Democrats, he can win 
approval as a package deal.

Provo man’s films show tonight

It doesn’t take a lot of complicated 
machinery to make a good documen- 
tary; it just takes an interesting sub- 


ject, said Provo film-maker Steve, 


Olpin. 

Olpin, a former BYU student whose 
collection of films will be shown in 
Salt Lake City tonight, said his 
movies focus on individuals | 
rather than fancy lighting or 
other camera tricks. He just 
finds intriguing people and tries 
to portray their ideas on film. 

“My goal is to get their very 
interesting, neat ideas on the 
screen for others to enjoy,” he 
said. 

Finding such interesting sub- 
jects for documentaries is not 
extremely difficult, Olpin said: 
“I just keep my eyes wide open 
and live life.” 

His pieces range from rowdy 
to reverent. For example, his 
movie “The Potter’s Meal” is 
almost a reverent piece, he said. 

“Upward Vertical Movement,” 
Olpin’s first film, is about a 
rock climber who has unique 
views on everything from } 
ancient South American ruins to 
football. Olpin said that it’s 
“about a rowdy kind of guy.” 

Edgar — as the rock climber 
prefers to be called — aroused 
Olpin’s interest in making 
documentary films because he 
was so interesting. 

Olpin doesn’t use a lot of sophisti- 
cated equipment to make his films. 
He loves things that are simple, so he 
tries to keep all of his projects simple. 
Olpin said he has-:access to great 
equipment, but he tries not to go over- 
board by using too much machinery. 

The editing equipment that Olpin 
uses is from the 60s or 70s. He said at 
times his machines seem possessed, 
but he would rather use them than 
digital equipment. 

Sophisticated equipment puts anoth- 
er step between the film and the film 
maker, Olpin said. He said he likes to 
touch the film because he feels that he 
is sculpting it in a way. 

Even though the machines that 
Olpin uses have some problems, they 
don’t affect the quality of his work. In 
fact. Olpin said that he feels his sub- 


jects are more open with him because 
he uses less equipment. 

The main reason Olpin’s characters 
feel comfortable is because he 
respects them, he said. 

Olpin said he spends a lot of time 
with his subjects because he feels that 
his movies are a collaboration with 
them. He feels responsible for their 
ideas, since he chooses how he wants

to portray them. — 

All of Olpin’s characters are excited 
about life and what they do, Olpin 
said. 

He said they are artists responding 
to life; they take normal things and 
make them wonderful. 

That — in a way — is what Olpin 
does. He makes movies about people 
and the ideas they have. 

At times Olpin’s life as an artist is 
hard. He said it is difficult to support 
a family and fund his movies. 

However, Olpin said that he doesn’t 
have a backup plan. Making movies is 
his way of life: “Doing this is the only 
thing I want to do, and I have to do 
it.” 

Olpin’s film screenings will be at 8 
p.m. in the Salt Lake Art Center 
tonight and costs $5.

George M. Marsden 


There is much prejudice against religious 
perspectives as part of a legitimate academ- 
ic outlook. This prejudice can be understood 
better as we see some of the forces that 
shaped American university culture and 
also some of the reason why a pluralistic 
society tends to marginalize religious belief. 

Religious universities wish also to be real 
universities and can legitimately adopt 
some of the usual rules necessary to be part 
of pluralistic academia. At the same time, a 
true pluralism should recognize the legiti- 
macy of religiously defined institutions. 

Dr. Marsden earned a BA with honors at 
Haverford College, an MA from Yale Uni- 
versity, a BD from Westminster Theological 


Francis A. McAnaney Professor of History at the University of Notre Dame 


“Can a ‘Real’ University Be Religious?” 


Seminary, and a PhD from Yale. Coming 
from the Christian Reformed tradition, he 
developed a specialty in church history. 
His teaching career began at Yale. For 
almost 30 years he taught history at Calvin 
College, Grand Rapids, Michigan. Then he 
became the McAnaney Professor of History 
at the University of Notre Dame. 

He is a member of the American 
Historical Association, American Society 
of Church History, Presbyterian Historical 
Society, and the Conference on Faith and 
History. Dr. Marsden is highly acclaimed 
for his latest book, The Sovil of the 
American University.

Our school 
board tries to reflect the community, 
and some clubs get caught in the mid- 
dle,” Monks said. “Any activity that 
can provide interaction and tie stu- 
dents to school is a positive experi- 
ences: 

“Clubs are absolutely good -for stu- 
dents. Students involved in clubs, out- 
side of school activity tend to stay in 
school,” Baron said. “They. give stu- 
dents other things to do and are very 
positive in a student’s life.”

F-14 jets stop flying ff 


because of crashes

WASHINGTON — The Navy 
ordered its F-14 fighter jets world- 
wide to stop flying for three days after 
a crash Thursday in the Persian Gulf, 
the third catastrophic loss for the 
Navy’s front-line fighter in less than a 
month. 

The pilot and radar intercept officer 
ejected safely before the early morn- 
ing crash. They were’rescued in the 
northern gulf by a helicopter from the 
carrier USS Nimitz from which the F- 
14 was flying, officials said. 

There was no hostile action 
involved, Navy spokesman Lt. Cmdr. 
Kenneth Ross said, adding that there 
was no immediate explanation of 
what went wrong. 

An F-14 crashed last Sunday in the 
Pacific Ocean; another crashed Jan. 
29 in Nashville, Tenn. Ten have gone 
down in the past two years and 32 
since 1991, a record at least a little 
worse than for other planes. 


“This is a mystery,” said Kenneth 


Bacon, chief spokesman for Defense 
Secretary William Perry. 

Just two days earlier Bacon had said 
in response to questions about 
Sunday’s crash, in which the two 
crewmen were killed, that the Navy 
saw no pattern in recent F-14 crashes 
that would call for special safety pre- 
cautions. 

Immediately after Thursday’s acci- 
dem, Adm. Mike Boorda, the chief of 
naval operations, ordered a 72-hour 
“stand down” of the full F-14 fleet of 
337 planes. In that period a team of 
Navy safety and engineering experts 
will review the latest crashes in search 


of common threads, officials said. 

The planes cost $32 million apiece. 

Bacon said the F-14s were not being 
grounded for a specific mechanical 
problem but to allow experts to 
“wrack their brains for any explana- 
tion, no matter how farfetched.” 

The three-day hiatus also allows for 
a “period of reflection” for all 
involved in F-14 operations, including 
pilots, maintenance people and con- 
tractors, to reconsider their proce- 
dures and search for improvements, 
Bacon said. 

The F-14 is a carrier-based fighter, 
first put into service in 1973 and 
designed to attack hostile aircrafts 
under any weather condition. There 
are three models of the twin-engine 
aircraft in use. The “A” model, of 
which Thursday’s loss was one, is the 
oldest and has two Pratt & Whitney 
turbofan engines. 

All 211 “A” models still in service 
are due to be retired by 2004. The “B” 
and “D” models have newer General 
Electric engines. They are scheduled 
to keep flying until 2010 when a new- 
generation front-line fighter is due. 

The F-14 that crashed Thursday 
operated from the Nimitz, whose avi- 
ation wing is helping enforce a “no 
fly” zone over southern Iraq, a mis- 
sion that dates back to just after the 
1991 Persian Gulf War.
